For New Yorkers who want to live in apartments without foregoing the 
pleasure of grass and trees, Jackson Heights is an ideal residential 
district. It contains many one and two-family dwellings, but the bulk of 
the population lives in apartments. Jackson Heights has more garden 
space, more trees and flowers and playgrounds than any other district 
so close to the center of Manhattan. In the 1930-1940 decade, Jackson 
Heights added 16,608 population, an increase of 44 per cent. In 1920 
if was an open area containing about 10,000 residents. There has been 
much new apartment-house building between Roosevelt Avenue and 
Northern Boulevard. A well-planned and pleasant shopping center for 
this area is on 82nd Street. Roosevelt Avenue and Northern Boulevard 
are important shopping streets. La Guardia Field lies directly north of 
Jackson Heights. 
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
